Wilkinson  Sets 
Fee  Reduction 

Downward  revision  of  its  plan- 
ned fee  schedule  for  next  year 
was  officially  announced  Friday 
by  Brigham  Young  University. 

President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
recently  announced  a tuition  in- 
crease of  $5  a quarter  plus  a 
charge  of  $4  extra  tuition  for 
each  hour  above  16  for  a quar- 
ter. 

However,  the  $4  per  hour  dif- 
ferential charge  has  been  remov- 
ed because  of  the  difficulty  in 
bookkeeping  and  administration, 
President  Wilkinson  said.  In- 
stead, the  basic  regular  quarter- 
ly tuition  fee  will  cover  any 
number  of  hours  above  10. 

Therefore,  tuition  each  quar- 
ter will  be  $60  with  the  addi- 
tional studentbody  fee  of  $25  for 
building  fund,  student  activities, 
gymnasium,  and  health  service. 

This  is  a total  of  $85  per 
quarter,  or  $255  for  the  regular 
autumn-winter-spring  term.  The 
present  fees  are  $55  tuition  and 
$25  activity  fee  feach  quarter  for 
a total  of  $240  for  the  regular 
year.
